But, it 
is possible and it has been a convie- 
‘tion for a long time that the auditor 
general, having been clothed with cer- 
tain powers for certain purposes, has 
by excessive zea} abused those powers 
to the detriment of the public inter- 
est. Ty has beep a very good thing 
for ihe country that the question has 
been brought home _ personally to 
members of the House in a most 
pointed mauper so that they will 
understand fully how the auditor gen- 
eral from time to time during years 
pust, has prevented the payment of 
honest money to honest men who 
have honestly earned it in the ser- 
vice of the government.

MR. CHAMBERLAIN 

The resignation of Mr. Chamberlain 


of the highest imperial importanee. 
Mr. Chamberlain has been the strong 
man of the British caoime( for many 
years and under the mest trying cir- 
cumstances. He is the one member of 
that cabinet whe has earned and held 
the full confidence ef the people of 
all parts of the expire in his inteilec- 
tual ability and energetie loyaity. 
Under all the circumstaneer it is more 
than likely that his-resignation is the 
forerunner of the downfall of the 
Balfour govermment. It dees not 
seem likely that thie gevernment, de- 
prived of its strongest and most pop- 
ular member, can-survive the revul- 
sion of pubhc epinien against it on 
account of incompetence displayed in 
the South Afriean war. Divided in 
opinion on. the fiscal question it is 
not in a position to take advantage 
of the new ideas that are beginning 
to take reet ww Britain. 

Mr. Chamberlain hase a _ definite 
policy to submit. to the people of 
Great Britain. Whether right or 
wrong it certainly appeals to the sen- 
timent of imperialism. _ He is the one 
man on either side of politics who 
stands with a elean record for loyal- ; 
ty and ability im eennection with the 
Scuth African war. He is unques- 
tionably far stronger out of the gov- 
ernment than im it ; amd once the gov- 
ernment as it new exists is defeated, 
Mr. Chamberlain naturally and neces- 
sarily becomes the teader of the im- 
perialists as opposed to the Liitle 
Englanders Whether at hie age this 
wili ultimately place him ip the jire- 
miership, a posities which must ne- 
cessarily be the summit of his per- 
pone! ambitions, it is impossible to pre- 
dict. But if he should ever reach 
that height of pleee and power it will 
be one of thé most remarkable and 
best deserved imstamcer of political 
success which has eceurred in the his- 
tory of Britaim, Bis policy of imper- 
ial trade preferenee is the natural out- 
growth of the spirit of imperialism. 
it is caicubated to meet the require- 
ments of seeptiment and business, the 
combination-upopn which the erapire is 
built. It is, ef eourpe, a fact thai 
each quarter of the empire, and each 
interest im each quarter, furnishes 
out Chamberlain's policy with such 
details as wil} suit each such locality 
or individwal. It may be tiftet when 
the policy of imperzal trade prefer- 
ence comes to be given effect, some 
of those who are shouting tondest for 
it now will be ite mest bitter oppon- 
ents. The features which they have 
expected to be modeled in their favor, 
they may find to be rather to the ad- 
vantage of some onc cive. That, how- 
ever, must be expestéd, and need not 
and will not meeesearily interfere 
witb the genera! approval of the zen- 
eral principle, ' 

The idea is new, it ie umtried, it hus 
hitherte been unheard of. It would 
not be practiegl under any other eon- 
ditions than thove prevailing in the 
British empire.....Jtie.impossibic to 
say who or what planted the seed 
which bas grown into thie idea. But 
therc iv po, dowbt that the Boer war 
started it to rigorous jife, and that 
Mr. Chamberlaim bas watered and. 
fended the plant with the prospect of 
gecing it grow to a great and eturd, 


tree.
